Fdered by this Court, in Obedience to his Majeſties Command, That the Laws for the Suppreſling ſuch 
etings and Conventicles be put in due execution : And that the faid Juſtices will uſe their utmoſt En- 
avour toſupprels all Conventicles and unlawful Meetings upon pretence of Religious Worſhip, with- _ 
this County. And to the end this good Work may be cffeQually performed, lt is further Ordered, That- ' 
arrants be made and directed to the Conſtables, Headboroughs , T ything-men, Churchwardens , and 
verſeers for the Poor, of every Pariſh and Precin& within this County, by Name commanding them and 
ery of them, within their Pariſhes, Diviſions and Limits, that they and every of them, do make a diligent 
Enquiry of all the Conventicles and unlawful Meetings, in their ſeveral Pariſhes and Precints; and that 
' Itty do take the Chriſtian-Name, Sir-Name, and place of Abode, of every perſon that hath preached within a 
Konth laſt paſt, or ſhall preach any time before the next Quarter-Seſſons, in any Conventicle or unlawtul 
Weeting, and allo the Chriſtian and Sir-Names, with the additions of the moſt confiderable perſons that fre- 
fqvent the faid Conventicles ; and on the firſt day of the ſaid Seſſions, they do make a trueReturn in W ri- 
Ing of the Preachers in ſuch Conventicle, and moſt conſiderable perſons that frequent the ſame, rogether 
wich the day of the Month when, and the place where ſuch Conventicles or unlawful Meetings were held; 
[and that thEreſpeRive Officers or ſome of them do prove the ſame upon Oath, to the end that every ſuch 

Preacher in Conventicles and unlawful Meetings, and ſuch conſiderable rene as aforeſaid, may be convic- 

&d according to Law. And tothe intent this Order may be put m Execution, Ir is turther Ordered, 
[That the re(peRtive High-Conſtables do perſonally deliver the ſaid Warrants for ſuppreſſing of Conventicles, 
Þ the perſon of ſome or one of thoſe Officers to whom it is direCted, thar he may make Oath of the perlo- 
ml Service, and. that he attend the firſt day of the ſaid Seſſions, to give an Account of ſuch Service.
